September  14.  a very  interesting  sighting 
occurred  near  Mersca  island.  Esa^.  The 


incident  took  place  at^ajIC^Incl  was  «ntncssed  by 
an  intelligent  engineer  by  the  name  of  Paul 
Green,  age  29.  He  vras  considerably  shaken  by  his 
experienc:e  but  had  the  sense  to  record  the  who^  of 
his  encounter. 

Two  weeks  later  I interviewed,  and  cross- 
examined  him,  in  the  presence  of  two  others. 
Without  doubt  his  story  is  true,  and  in  addition  he 
described  various  subjective  symptoms  which  can 
only  be  ascribed  to  the  effects  of  a very  powerful 
magnetic  held  on  the  human  body.  Apparently 
the  Held  is  so  great  that  it  produces  a kind  of  light 
as  yet  unknown  to  our  science. 

The  following  u a verbatim  report  of  Paul 
Green’s  experience. 

”It  was  about  I a.m.  Sunday,  September  14, 
that  I first  saw  the  *thing*.  It  was  a bright  clear 
night,  the  moon  was  up  and  I could  see  the  stars 
twinkling  overhnd.  I was  returning  to  my 
home  in  West  Mersea,  having  visited  my 
fianefe  in  Colchester.  I had  had  nothing  to 
drink  and  was  feeling  very  fit.  I was  travelling  on 
a motor  bike  and  averaging  40  miles  per  hour. 
Just  before  reaching  Pete  Tye  common  a few 
>ards  south  of  Langenhoe.  I overtook  a motor 
scooter.  My  ’bike  was  purring  along,  the  engine 
sounding  a healthy  note. 

**As  I approached  the  straight  road  south  to 
Langenhoe  Hall  I heard  a high-pitched  hum-* 
ming  over  to  my  left  (the  east).  This  noise 
became  louder  and  I looked  up  for  sign  of  an 
approaching  aircraft.  I could  see  none  but 
noticed  a iinall  pinpoint  of  blue  light  to  the  east 
over  Brightlingsea  (about  5 miles  away).

light  was  winking  and  became  rapidly  larger, 
and  I then  reali^  that  it  was  coming  in  my 
direction  from  over  Langenhoe  marsh.  The 
humming  then  became  very  much  louder  and 
changed  to  a high-pitched  buzz.  It  dawned  on 
me  that  the  light  and  the  sound  were  connected. 
The  engine  of  my  ’bike  then  began  to  cough  and 
splutter,  it  missed  several  times  and  then 
stopped  dead  and  the  lights  went  out.

three  miles  from  Silverton  we  all  of  a sudden  saw  a ' 
sea  of  flame  in  the  centre  of  the  tar  road  ahead  of  I 
us.  We  stopped  immediately,  and  for  about  ten 
seconds  the  object  was  clearly  visible  before  it  rose  i 
from  the  road  as  tongues  of  flames  seemed  to  pour 
from  underneath/  said  Constable  Lockem.  There 
was  no  sound.  He  was  emphatic  that  the  object  had 
not  been  there  when  they  had  passed  the  spot  the 
first  time.  There  was  a lapse  of  about  five  minutes 
liefore  they  were  at  that  place  again. 

“C^onstable  de  Klerk  said  that  the  object  was 
typically  saucer-shaped.  It  w*as  copper-coloured 
and  shone,  and  was  clearly  visible  in  their  head- 
lamps and  in  the  light  of  the  flames  surrounding  it. 
The  object  closely  resembled  a gigantic  singing 
top.  It  was  about  30  ft.  in  diameter. 

**  *For  a linv  seconds  it  stood  on  the  road  and 
then,  faster  than  I had  ever  seen  in  my  life,  it  shot 
straight  up  and  vanished  in  a north-westerly 
direction.  Only  after  the  saucer-shaped  object  was 
in  the  air  did  it  appear  that  flames  were  pouring 
from  two  portals  underneath  it,*  said  C.onslable 
Lockem.  There  was  no  sound.  This  prompted  a

NO  CASS 
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spokesman  for  the  C.S.I.R.  to  comment  that  it 
therefore  could  not  have  been  propelled  by  con* 
vcntional  motors. 

**Long  after  the  object  had  vanished  the  tar  on 
the  road  was  still  burning.  The  flames  leapt  to  a 
height  of  three  feet.  Constable  Lockem  made  a 
sketch  of  the  object  as  seen  by  him  which  strongly 
resembled  a child*!  toy  top  and  a Ibrm  which  was 
commonly  associated  with  flying  saucers.  *1  have 
always  considered  reports  of  flying  saucers  as  stufl* 
and  nonsense,  but  after  this  I shall  be  the  first  to 
acknowledge  that  these  things  are  real/  he  said. 

*‘He  and  hn  colleague  added  that  they  were  so 
stupilied  and  shaken  that  they  could  only  stare  at 
the  object.  They  saw  no  sign  of  life,  however,  nor 
did  they  see  any  portholes. 

**This  morning,  early,  they  were  at  the  scene 
once  again  and  could  not  Arid  any  strange  marks  to 
indicate  that  something  unusual  had  operated  at 
that  spot.  No  strange  impressions  were  noticed 
other  than  the  charred  patch  in  the  road.  This  was 
to  be  expected  as  the  flames  had  melted  the  tar  to 
such  an  extent  that  any  other  marks  would  have 
been  obliterated.  The  flames  and  heat  must  have 
been  tremendous  because  everything  had  been 
buckled.  Both  constables  stated  emphatically  that 
they  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  this  object 
was  *out  of  this  world*.  *It  was  mure  or  less  30  ft. 
in  diameter  and  oi*  a copper*coIour  which  was 
clearly  visible  in  the  light,*  they  said."

Tar  iMsmC  to  th«  gravel  base 

**Thts  morning  I visited  the  section  of  the  tar 
road  where  the  flying  saucer  of  Pretoria  had 
purportedly  landed.  I must  admit  that  the  tar 
surface  was  badly  scorched.  A Large  black  patch, 
some  6 ft.  in  diameter,  was  chan^  in  the  road 
where,  according  to  the  two  eye  witnesses  who 
came  acro0  it  in  their  police  car,  the  object  had 
stood  astride  the  white  line  in  the  middle  of  the 
road.  It  obstructed  the  entire  road,  according  to 
their  report. 

"In  the  patch  where  the  flama  coming  from 
beneath  this  strange  object  had  hit  the  tar  road, 
the  tar  surface  had  completely  disintegrated. 
The  white  paint  of  the  traffic  line  was  com* 
pletely  charred,  and  the  tar  was  so  scorched 
that  the  gravel  could  be  dislodged  with  rwo 
ringers.  An  experienced  road  worker  who  had 
been  with  the  Provincial  Administration  for  many 
years  in  their  roads  department,  said  this  morning 
that  if  petrol  was  pour^  over  a road  and  set  alight 
it  could  not  cause  such  extensive  damage.  He  was 
amazed  to  learn  how  badly  the  road  had  been 
charred.

tar.  I found  this  to  be  the  cose  with  most  of  the 
gravel  in  that  patch.

Chemical  Research  Laboratory  of  the  C.S.I.R.  . 
took  samples  of  the  scorched  and  charred  section  of 
the  road  for  further  analysis.  The  police  had 
summoned  their  aid  in  an  attempt  to  try  to  estab- 
lish the  cause  of  the  burnt  patch."  i 

High  Level  Investigation 
Another  item  stated  that:  "Lt.  Col.  J.  B.  Britz,  ' 
district  Commander  of  Pretoria  North,  in  whose 
area  the  flying  saucer  had  purportedly  landed, 
stated  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  that  the  police 
considered  this  occurrence  as  highly  mysterious  and 
that  a secret  investigation  is  being  conducted  from 
a high  level.**  | 

Explanations 

The  above  incident  was  widely  reported  in  our 
national  newspapers,  but  soon  the  "explanations** 
were  forthcoming  under  the  headlines  like  C.S.1.R: 
says  it  was  not  a Flying  Saucer  and  The 
Saucer  story  has  fallen  flat,  and  Cold  water 
poured  on  Saucer*  story.  The  Rand  Daily  A/diY 
(Johannesburg's  daily  morning  newspaper)  had 
this  to  say  the  next  morning : — 

**\Vhile  hundreds  of  motorists  caused  traffic 
jams  around  a small  burnt  patch  of  tarmac  on  the 
Pretoria-Bronkhorstspruit  road  yesterday,  scientists 
in  Pretoria  decided  South  Africa  had  not  been 
visited  by  cxtra*terrestrial  beings  in  a flaming  ' 
$pacccratt  after  ail.  ' j 

night  Mr.  Douglas  Maude,  the  C.S.I.R.’s 
public  relations  officer,  said  the  scientists  who 
investigated  the  reports  had  come  to  the  con-  ' 
elusion  the  most  likely  explanation  was  that  some- 
body had  inadvertently  or  purposefully  poured 
petrol  or  a similar  liquid  on  the  road  surface. 
When  this  ignited  it  would  have  produced  a lire- 
ball  which  shot  skywards,  leaving  a pall  of  smoke 
.itwl  a circle  of  burning  tar. 
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Silverton  policemen  reported  they  had  seen  a 
**Haniing  object**  take  off  from  the  nsad  while  they 
were  patroUing  the  area  shortly  after  midnight. 
Ycsteidav  only  a patch  of  badly  burnt  tarmac 
showed  that  the  road  surftice  where  the  two  police* 
men  reported  teeing  the  **flying  saucer**  had  been 
subjected  to  great  heat. 

**Despite  the  commotion  on  the  national  road  a 
few  hundred  yards  from  their  homes,  re»dents  in 
the  area  were  for  the  most  part  unruffled  by 
reports  that  a flying  saucer  had  landed  in  Silverton. 
None  of  the  residents  had  seen  or  heard  anything 
resembling  a craft  from  outer  space  on  Wednesday 
night. 

“According  to  an  official  at  the  Department  of 
Civil  Aviation  in  Pretoria,  nothing  susf^ioiis  was 
reported  from  any  of  the  radar  stations  controlling 
air  traffic  at  the  major  airfields  in  the  Johannesburg 
and  Pretoria  areas.*’

The  result  was  negative — no  distmegration 
of  the  foundation  at  all,  and  no  disturbance  was 
visible. 

**The  two  police  officers  swear  that  what  they 
reported  is  the  gospel  truth  and  no  amount 
questioning  can  deviate  them  from  their  story.** 

East  Rand  Fly-Over 

Now,  by  way  of  a postscript,  a final  item  from  Dit 
VadtriftMi  of  September  Ifi,  reported  by  the  East 
Rand  Representative: 

Two  strange  objects  were  seen  over  Boksburg 
last  night  [same  night  as  the  police  constables* 
sighdng].  A friend  and  I were  travelling  by  car  at 
about  10.15  p.m.,  when  we  observed  an  enormous 
white  light  travelling  at  a reasonable  speed  and 
which  appeared  from  a north-westerly  direction 
passing  over  Boksburg.  The  object  was  visible  for 
five  minutes  at  least  before  it  disappeared  over  the 
southern  horizon. 

At  about  12  o’clock  last  night  several  people 
phoned  the  East  Rand  offices  of  Di*  Vadtrtand  after 
seeing  a “red  bait**  in  the  sky.  According  to  them 
the  object  travelled  from  south  to  north  in  the 
direction  of  Pretoria.  They  watched  it  through 
binoculars  and  could  sec  it  distinctly.  It  was  not  an 
aircraft.

netized spots  Pound  later  on  the  trunk  of  the  car* 

This  was  the  end  of  the  Hills'  original  report  to  the  Air  Force,  result- 
ing in  an  "insufficient  data"  classification  being  given  to  the  story*  9ut 
gradually  the  Hills  realized,  after  arriving  home,  that  there  was  a two-hour 
period,  just  after  the  above-mentioned  experience,  which  seemed  to  have  been 
blotted  from  their  minds  by  a partial  amnesia  of  some  sort* 

Two  years  later  they  started  eleven  months  of  sessions  with  a psychia- 
trist in  Boston  who  used  hypnotic  regression  to  uncover  what  happened  during 
those  two  hours;  and  the  result  was  their  remembering  a second  encounter  with 
the  same  UFO*  This  second  encounter  occurred  just  a few  miles  down  the  highway 
from  the  first,  and  only  a few  minutes  later*'  The  Hills  gradually  remembered 
that  the  spaceship  had  landed  In  front  of  their  car  and  its  occupants  had  sur-

rounded  them,  and  had  taken  them  out  of  the  car  and  into  their  craft*  There

The  Hills  still  refuse  to  discuss  the  details  of  what  happened  aboard 
the  spacecraft,  but  they  have  been  doing  a lot  of  talking  about  the  rest  of
